New York, May 
23.—Twelve men 
decided 
for 
the second 
time that 
Charles Hecker was the archconspir­ 
ator responsible for the 
Rosenthal 
murder, which nearly two years ago 
awoke New York to a realization of 
corruption in the police department 
and open a new 
era of police re­ 
form. 
Becker, once a police lieutenant, 
was found guilty of murder in the 
first degree. 
Only a pardon or interference again 
by the court of appeals can save him 
from following to the electric chair 
the four gunmen who shot Herman 
Rosenthal, the gambler, early on the 
morning of July 16, 1912. 
The Jury 
decided that the gunmen were Beck­ 
er's agents. 
One balllot decided Becker's fate 
It was taken almost immediately al­ 
ter the jurors returned from luncheon 
at an uptown hotel, where they went 
as soon as Supreme Court Justice 
Samuel Seabury finished his charge. 
It was unanimous for conviction. 


Several Jurors Shed Tears. 


Tears streamed dow n the foreman s 
face as he announced the decision 
and tears stood in the eyes of several 
other Jurymen; but sympathy did not 
warp 
their 
Judgment. 
They 
had 
agreed that the corroboration which 
the district attorney failed to present 
at the first trial to support the stories 
or Rose, Vallon and Webber, the three 
accomplices 
who tu rfe d 
informers, 
had been furnished by the new wit­ 
nesses at the second. 
Becker's counsel announced that he 
will appeal and gained a week's stay 
for the preparation of his future cam­ 
paign. 
The defendant was granted 
a short meeting with his wife and his 
brothers and then taken back to bis 
cell in the Tombs. 
Becker and his wife were talking in 
a room adjoining the sheriff's office 
when a court attendant announced 
that the jury had reached a verdict. 
Mrs. Becker was not permitted to 
accompany her husband to the court­ 
room. Newspaper men. court attend­ 
ants, counsel for tile defense and Dis­ 
trict Attorney Whitman and his staff 
were the only other persons allowed 
admission. 
The 
defendant's 
two 
brothers, Jackson and John Becker, 
the latter a detective lieutenant, bur 
rled to a side entrance, where they 
stood awaiting the verdict. 


Jury Files Silently In. 


When the little group In the court­ 
room had found seats the twelve men 
Who alone knew B eckers fate filed 
silently in, with Foreman F. Meriden 
Blagden at their head. 
All twelve 
faces were expressionless. 
Justice Seabury mounted the bench. 
He glanced quickly at the faces of 
the Jurors, but he learned nothing 
there. 
Old court attendants who de­ 
clared long practice had made them 
able usually to tell the verdict by the 
jurors’ looks, admitted that on this 
occasion they were at a loss. 
Becker, in the room overhead, was 
still talking to his wife when Justice 
Seabury took his seat. 
A bailiff was 
sent for the defendant. 
Becker kiss­ 
ed his wife as he left her. 
"It’s all right,” he told her. "Don't 
worry. 
They’ll free me.” 
Becker walked briskly through the 
courtroom to the rail facing Justice 
Seabury and gripped it with both 
hands. 
His face was colorless. 
He 
glanced houefully at the jury, but he 
did not catch the eye of a single man. 
To all outward appearances the jury 
did not even know' the defendant was 
in the room. 
Clerk Penny asked the 
jury to rise. 
“Foreman,” 
he 
said, 
“have 
you 
reached a verdict?” 


Foreman Brushes His Eyes. 
Blagden, a youngish man, blonde 
and slim, brushed his eyes with a 
handkerchief already damp. 
“ We have,” he said softlly. 
“We 
find the defendant—“ 
He hesitated a moment and con­ 
tinued in a whisper: 
“We find the defendant guilty as 
charged in the indictment; guilty of 
murder in the first degree.” 
Becker’s face was gray as ashes as 
be gripped the oar in front of him 
with 
all 
his 
strength. 
The 
big 
muscles in his neck jumped out in 
heavy rolls. The veins at his temples 
swelled. 
His great 
frame swayed 
and dropped; then with quick con­ 
trol he became himself again. 
Big tears welled into the eyes of 
the little foreman. 
He wiped them 
away and then the clerk began to 
ask the questions required by law. 
The roll was called aud each indi­ 
vidual Juror 
was 
asked if "guilty" 
-was his verdict, too. 
Becker stood motionless while these 
questions 
were 
being 
put 
to 
the 
jurors. 
Immediately upon their con­ 
clusion the clerk began to take Beck­ 
e r’s "pedigree.” 
Justice Seabury thanked each man 


visable, asked for one week and re­ 
ceived it. 
“Charles Becker, you are remanded 
to the Tombs prison until May 29.” 
the court announced. 
The whole proceeding from the time 
Becker wa^ pronounced guilty until 
a recess was declared occupied scarce­ 
ly four minutes.

Becker, standing at the door of the 
courtroom, had

Jackson sank into a court attendant’s 
chair and buried his face in hts hands 
Mrs. Becker’s brother, John Lynch 
and John Becker, both of them, show 
ing grief, hurried to the room where 
Becker’s wife was waiting. 
Everybody in the building and even 
a crowd in the street outside knew 
that Becker had been found guilty. A 
bailiff had shouted the news across 
the rotunda of the courthouse.

doors, did not know it until John Beck 
er entered the room. 
He did not say 
a word to her then. 
He did not have 
to. 
His face showed what had hap­ 
pened. 
His shoulders were bent und 
shaking, his checks were wet. 


Mrs. Becker Collapses. 


Mrs. 
Becker collapsed 
completely 
and was still sobbing when her hus­ 
band was led into the room. 
She 
threw her arms around his neck and 
buried her face on his shoulder. 
“Oh,” Bhe cried, "Charlie, I’m so 
sorry, so sorry. 
Poor 
Charlie! 
didn’t expect it.” 
She could say no more. 
She re­ 
leased her husband from her embrace 
and dropped into a chair. 
Becker stood looking dow-n at her 
as she wept. 
Handcuffs were then locked about 
his wrists; he was taken from the 
room and around the corridors to the 
other side of the building, across the 
bridge of sighs and into the Tombs.

way around the 
corridors 
friends expressed their sorrow'. 
“I am very, very sorry for myself,” 
he (Teetered, grimly. 
“I have nothing 
more to say.” 
District Attorney Whitman express­ 
ed himself as highly gratified with 
the verdict.

said. 
"Becker is guilty. 
It was proved. He

A MOTHER TONGUE CENSUS. 


E ngllth-C eltic Group Largest of For­ 
eign W hite 8tock In United States. 
The English and Celtic (including 
Irish, Scotch or Welsh) group was the 
largest among the 32.243.382 persons 
of foreign white stock in tho United 
States in 1010. who represented 39.5 
per cent of the total white population 
of this country, according to the moth­ 
er tongue bulletin, Issued by the bu­ 
reau of the census. 
Aa thus reported, the total foreign 
white stock whose mother tongue was 
English and Celtic (including Irish. 
Scotch or Welsh) numbered 10.037,420. 
This number represented 12.3 per cent 
of the total wldte population of the 
United States in 1910. which was 81,- 
731,957. The German group numbered 
8,817,271, or 10.8 per cent; Italian. 
2,151,422, or 2.6 per cent; Polish. 1.7'»7.- 
040, or 2.1 |>er cent; Yiddish and He­ 
brew, 1,070,702, or 2.1 per cent; Swed­ 
ish. 1,445,809. or 1.8 [tor cent; Ureic Ii, 
1,357,109, or 1.7 per cent, and Nor­ 
wegian, 1,009,854, or 1.2 per cent 
The cumber of persons in the United 
States of foreign white stock reporting 
other principal mother tongues were:

Do farmers in tho United States 
move from farm to farm, froth home to 
home, as much as city people? If they 
move every few years are they as effi­ 
cient farmers and can they know their 
farms as they should? Would constant 
change mean low yields of crops and 
little 
interest 
in 
the 
community? 
These ore some of the questions affect­ 
er.' rural communities that are coming 
to the foreground, and for the first time 
a partial answer can he given with au­ 
thority. 
During the agricultural census of 
1910 this question was submitted to 
each farmer for answer: "How long 
have you lived on this farm?” Of the 
6,361,502 farm operators in the United 
States April 15. 1910, 5,794,708, or DI 
per cent, answered the question satis 
factorily. From the data obtained from 
tile answers to this inquiry a bulletin 
will be issued soon by tile bureau of 
the census, department of commerce. 
The statistics will show the length of 
the periods of occupancy of farms in 
the United States by states, geographic 
divisions and sections, for different pe­ 
riods of time ranging from less than 
one year to ten years and over, and 
those data lire further classified accord 
ins to the character of the tenure and 
of the color of the farm operators. The 
statistics arc given fur 191U only, as no 
corresponding data have been collected 
heretofore. 
Cause of Frequent Failure. 
One of the most important tacts is 
that approximately 52 per cent of the 
farmers who answered the question 
satisfactorily had occupied their farms 
less than five years. This short period 
of occupancy for over half of all the 
farmers in this country becomes all the 
more significant when it Is taken into 
consideration that it requires three or 
four years for a farmer to become ac­ 
quainted with the various conditions 
on his farm, such as soli, climate, etc., 
and put it in good condition for raising 
crops. 
Different conditions are found in dif­ 
ferent sections. 
In the north 57 per 
cent, or nearly three-fifths, of the farm­ 
ers had operated their farms for five 
years or longer, while only 22 per cent 
had been there one year or less. 
In 
the west tile proportions were 44 and 
27 per cent resistiv ely , while in the 
south only 41 per cent had been on the 
same farm five years or longer and 34 
per cent, or over one-third, had been 
there one year or less. 
A great mini- 
lier of farmers had operated their 
farms “less than one year” than from 
“five to nine years, Inclusive.” 
More 
than 1,000,000 farm ers reporter! that 
they had operated their farms "less 
than one year," about 628,000 reporter! 
residence of “one year,” an average of 
about 437,000 reported a residence of 
“two years." “three years” and “four 
years," and an average of less than 
200,000 reported residence for periods 
of “five to nine years.” 
The figures returned by the “occu­ 
pancy of farms" census also show that 
the farmers classified 
as “owners, 
free,” move from farm to farm much 
less frequently than the “share ten­ 
ants”—farmers who rent farms on 
shares. 


Effect on Crop Production. 
The showing of greater stability of 
occupancy by the farmers in the north 
as compared with the farmers In the 
south and the west is more significant 
when comparisons are made of the pro­ 
duction of farm crops. Corn is grown 
extensively both in the north and in 
the south and probably is the best crop 
to use as a basis of comparison. Ac­ 
cording to the figures from the reports 
of the census, the average yield of corn 
per acre in 1909 iii the New England 
suites was forty five bushels; In the 
middle Atlantic states, thirty-two bush­ 
els; in the east north central states, 
thirty-nine bushels, aud in the west 
north central states, twenty-eight bush 
els, while in the south Atlantic states, 
where the farmers shifted from farm 
to farm more than in the north and 
west, the average yield of corn per acre 
was sixteen bushels; in the east south 
central states, nineteen bushels, and in 
the west south central, sixteen bushels. 
These figures seem to show that in 
those sections where farmers generally 
have operated the same farms for pe­ 
riods of five years and over the yield 
it corn is considerably larger than in 
the sections where the period of occu­ 
pancy is more unstable or for shorter 
periods of time.

Therefore a working girl, when she 
has saved sufficient money and thinks 
of marrying, looks urouud to find an 
eligible man. whom it would be her 
duty to keep in after life. 
He must 
know how to bathe, dress and feed a 
baby; how to amuse it and what to do 
when it has convulsions other than 
rolling it on the floor or slapping it on j 
the back, lf tie can do all this the girl ! 
promises, is accepted (If she is strong i 
enough to work), and the knot is tied. 
When the children grow up they are 
packed oft to the laundries or to one of 
the biscuit, incandescent mantle or ce­ 
dar pencil factories that abound In the 
neighborhood, and their wages go to 
swell the family income.

forming other little duties. — London 
Cor.

York, it Is n scene long to be remem­ 
bered when the after deck Is trims 
formed into a theater.

“Among mosquitoes the members of 
the fair sex are fierce bloodsuckers, 
which inject an irritating poison into 
our skins, and they may accompany 
the dose of toxin with a few fever 
germs.

“The female mosquito gorges herself 
with blood in order that the eggs may 
have abundant nourishment. 
She de­ 
posits her little egg raft on tile surface 
of quiet water during the night, and It 
floats there until the larvae hatch. 
The larvae are the ‘wigglers’ or ‘wiggle 
tails’ which are sinai Iii ponds and rain 
water barrels the world over. Though 
mosquito larvae always develop In wa 
ter. they must breathe air and fre­ 
quently come to the surface. 
After a 
few days the larva sheds Its skin and 
liecomes a big headed pupa, which 
rests at the surface until it splits up 
the back to allow the adult mosquito 
to emerge. 
This emerging business Is 
a delicate operation which cannot be 
carried out successfully during windy 
weather. That Is one reason why there 
are more mosquitoes on quiet evenings. 
“The best way to get rid of mosqui­ 
toes is to destroy their breeding places.

Lawns should 
be cut frequently 
and in ordinary cases where the c u t­ 
tings are normal they should be left 
where they fall, notw ith stan d in g the 
contrary opinion of the energetic per­ 
son who follows up his cuttings by 
rak in g with an iron rake. 
Law ns 
should never be raked with an iron 
rake, except to prepare them for the 
sow ing of grass seed, for such ra k ­ 
ing harrows up the 
soil. 
N either 
should they be swept. 
If the diligent caretak er of a lawn 
must follow up the cu ttin g by some 
other operation, only a wooden rake 
should be used, and this should be 
employed carefully so as not to dis­ 
turb such of the grass clippings as 
have sifted down around the roots. 
These grass clippings 
th a t 
settle 
around the roots afford them a very 
iui(port!ant (projection 
and will do 
miy'h to keep the lawn in fine condi­ 
tion when there is lack of rain later 
in the season, for they will hold the 
moisture and act as a shield from the 
sun. 
In fact, the grass cuttings are 
gpnerally needed about the roots, and 
should not detract from the looks of 
the lawn, for they soon shrivel, dry 
up, and work their way down, so 
th a t they 
are no 
longer 
noticed. 
Grasses 
are n atu rally 
cool-climate 
plants and are liable to be harm ed 
by the hot sun about the roots.

Ile adds that in looks only our 
American policemen equal those of 
London. 
To the stranger the policeman seems 
the [K>litest of all Londoners.

however, it is in his control of truffle, 
awheel and afoot that he is unrivaled. 
When you consider the narrowness of 
the streets you constantly marvel at 
the easy skill with which he solves 
his problem. 
The Paris policeman never looks any­ 
thing bu* “sloppy,” and his notion of 
controlling traffic at crowded street 
crossings Is enough to make the ob­ 
server shout with laughter. 
No one 
minds him. and his attem pts to regu­ 
late the speed of the Parisian cabby 
only result In a slanging match. 
Ob­ 
servation of Parisian street traffic Is 
all that Is really necessary to impress 
you with the belief that In case of 
need the Paris policeman would al­ 
ways, 
with much 
noise and melo­ 
drama. arrest the wrong person. 
The police of Berlin are vastly bet­ 
ter than those of Paris. 
They do not 
look as well, according to our notions. 
aa the English “constables," but they 
are fairly sm a rt 
The men are polite, 
control traffic inexorably and see to it 
that Berlin is one of the cleanest and 
most orderly of cities. 
But as rea­ 
soning individuals the Berlin police­ 
men are hardly to be counted at all.
